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SYNOPSIS 

Of particular importance during our conversation were 
the following points: 

- BILL BURCHSTTE, an associate of BRADLEY’S on the West 
Coast, flew PATRICK, vraNK BARTES, LUIS RABEL, and 
RICARDO DAVIS to the north shore of Lake Ponchar train 
in New Orleans. 

- The man in the photographs of men arrested in Dealey 
Plaza on November 22 ^ fggs who bears a resemblance to 
EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY i s oil*- TED SLACK, 

- JOHN WILLIAM REILI.Y" 0 f the Reilly Coffee Company in 
New Orleans, worked .for th- CIA for years. 


INTERVIEW 


On May 7, 1S68, in thn company of LAURENCE HOWARD, 

I met with GERALD PATRICK 1 nac.m it. JR. (GERRY PATRICK) at 
his home. PATRICK acknowledged having known or known of almost 
everyone I asked him about! j n most instances, he did no more 
than say, "Yea, I knew him," and remain silent. A list of 
names is attached to this memorandum. 

Of possible lmportan.-b y/au my observation that PATRICK 
knows the current whereabouts 0 r most of these people. I 
doubi: that he would responu dir> rtly do a request for a location, 
due- to his extreme skeptic i 6B1 0 r the validity of our inves- 
tigation. However, it is Possible .that LAWRENCE HOWARD could 
obtain some addresses for \i 3> 

For example, MIKE Me ] .ajjey I 9 now in politics in the 
Bahamas. EUGENE LYONS (Arn^ lean Committee to Free Cuba in 
Los Angeles) is in Idaho, tiANUUf, GARCIA GONZALES is probably 
in the Honduras. RICHARD l ijTLER (who introduced HOWARD to 
COL. WILLI A' P. GALE aid Ri : ;y. «,|C?LEY A. SWIFT) is also in 
Idaho. 

PATRICK was shown a uorieu of photographs. He Ident- 
ified a number of people whom iv had known, but declined to 
provide any information abut th-m (see attached list).

V/hsn he was shown the series of photographs of wen 
arrested in Dsaley Plaza on November 2.3, 1963, PATRICK 
identified the man who resembles ED3AR EUGENE BRADLEY as 
TED SLACK, a former ONI reserve commander. PATRICK would 
provide no further information, would not give his present 
location, and would not speculate as to why SLAK was evidently 
in Dallas on November 22. 

PATRICK identified the man behind ‘SLACK 1 (the one in 
the Europsan-style jacket) as a person, name unrecalled, 
whom he had seen on LARRY LABORDE’S ship, the L.C. Rlkor. 

PATRICK also Identified the man who appears In the DCA 
film, apparently in custody, as MARINO, a man who was selling 
arms for RICKARD LAUCHLI. This is the photograph that has 
variously been identified as LAWRENCE HOWARD, CHARLES 3REHM, 
and others. 


PATRICK advised that JOHN WILLIAM REILLY, of the 
Reilly Coffee Company in New Orleans, was worsting for the 
CIA for years. 

He also said that he knew JIM and JERRY BUCHANNAN in 
Miami. These brothers advised the FBI that they had been 
in a fight in a park in Miami with LEE OSWALD during the 
Cuban Missle Crisis in 1962. PATRICK did not know of this 
incident, which appears to parralleS the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee literature distribution episode In New Orleans 
the following August, - He said that JERRY BUCHANNAN was on 
No Name Key in the early days (1960-61) and that he was 
acquainted with ALEXANDER RORKB. 


PATRICK said that he recalls that a pilot named BILL 
BURCHETTE flew him£ FRANK BARTES, LUIS RABEL, RlCARDO DAVIS, 
and others to the north shore of Lake Ponchar train to scout 
the area for a possible training camp. He said that BURCHETTE 
knew BARTES well and lived at that time in Metairie. As you 
know, a man named BILL BURCHETTE was evidently closely asso- 
ciated with ED3AR EUGENE BRADLEY' 3 apparent activity at 
Van Nuys AiroOrt. Because of the extreme importance of this 
possible link, the conversation is reproduced below in para- 
phrase form: 


Q. Did you ever hear of a man named BILL BURCHETTE? 

A. That name is familiar. Is he a pilot? 

Yes q 

a! Yea,* I think he flew us accross Lake Ponchar train. You 
know, there never was a training camp there. We looked 
around and planned to start one; we even had permission from 
the pastor of a church up there to use his property; but 
it never got started, 

Q. Who was with you on that trip? 

A. Oh, BARTES, RABEL, DAVIS, and maybe a few others. 


Otherwise regarding the New Orleans area, PATRICK said 
that people in that area were used for arms pick-up and del- 
ivery, boat acquisition and transport, etc. He said that 
little of the really militant action came out of people In 
that city. 
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PATRICK said that ha was in GUY BANNISTER'S Office on 
one occasion and had rret, at least once, most of the New Orlem s 
people who have come up in the case. He excepted FEhRIs., SR AJ, 
end many who were only wi tnesses. He knew MIKE McLANEY and 
LARRY LABORDE quite well and knew RABEL, DA\IS, and BA-.l-jS 
somewhat well. He believes that he met /vRCACHA, BRINuUIth, 
and ED BUTLER on one occasion each. Unfortunately, he is so 
skeptical of the investigation's validity that he saw no 
po’nt in talking about these people. 

PATRICK said that the name THOMAS BECKHAM seemed familiar 
to him. He recalled that a person in Valias, FRkNix \lki^RS, 
had a friend that may have been BECKHAM. He described BECk 
KHAM' briefly as 28-30 years old, lignt skin, medium ha_r , 

5 11 ’PATRICK said that he had met CLINT MURCHISON., GORDON 
MCLENDON, and NELSON HUNT at various meetings in Dallas 
The purpose of these meetings was to raise _ 

into Cuba. Often at these meetings, there wao talk dj. killing 
KENNEDY, but he can recall no specific instance where MUR--- 
CHISON, McLENDON, or HUNT participated in this talk. 

PATRICK advised that IfALLY Y/ELCH knew eb out almost 
everything that happened in Dallas relating to ; ai ti-communis t 
activism during the relevant period. He did not know If WELCH 
would talk to one of our investigators and did not know Etn,re 
he could be located. ‘ He did say that WELCH married oilman 
TEX FELLM.Tv ’ S daughter. 

I asked PATRICK if he knew anyone who mfight be able 
to pass for LEE HARVEY OSWALD in appearance. He said that 
JOHN BLOGIER , an aide to ROBERT DS FJGH in St. Louis bore 
a physical resemblance to OSWALD. He also said that^ wiL-a 
YATES, a friend of HALL'S in Dallas, could possibly have 
passed. • . 

PATRICK told me of a -Los Angeles area incident regarding 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD in 1959 that he apparently told the office 
many months ago. He said that wh6n CASTRO took over in 
Cuba on January 2, 1959, a group wearing 26 July Movement 
armbands took over the Cuban consulate in Monterrey Park. 

He said that Monterrey Park police investigators took photos 
and, among them, one showed LEE HARVEY OSWALD. PATRICK dio 
not Indicate that OSWALD was sympathetic or antagonistic to 
the 26 July people. 


PATRICK said that on November 22, 1983, he was in 
Miami. When the news of the assassination flashed, he 
immediately thought of LORAN EUGENE RAIL. He had spoken 
with LESTER L03UE in Dallas one week prior to the assass- 
inat ion and LOGUE told him (by phone) that HALL had returned. 
PATRICK said that LOGUE did not see RC.L in Dallas after the 


week before the assassination. „ 

PATRICK also advised that ED COLLINS and ENRIQUa MOLINA 
(a Castro Spy) were in Dallas during November, 1963, 


PATRICK'S version of the SYLVIA ODIO incident was 
extremely interesting. I asked him if it w as his own 
speculation or knowledge that he had gained from people who 
know,, and he replied that it was the latter. 

According to PATRICK, SYLVIA ODIO was working loos ley 
with the CIA on arms deals. When she thought that she had 
seen LEE OSWALD at her home, she immediately talked to her 
CIA contact. KIKI FERRER, who lived in the same building. 
FERRER contacted his superiors and it was deciaed to have 
ODIO testify as she did. 

HALL had been to see FERRER and had run oif at th~ 
mouth. ODIO had overheard him and probably saw him as well, 
but HALL did not see her. It was discovered by the CIA tha. 
HALL was travelling with HOWARD and CELI03 ALBAS, so tne 
sbory was arranged to include two other Cubans. OSs/ALD 
was probably at her home at one time. 

KIKI FERRER was well known among anti-Castro circles as 
a CIA contact. He had been on No Name Key in the early days 
(1930-61). He had worked with ELIO SANTANA and a Czech named 
VOLT PATRICK described him only as a curly haired mulatto. 


ALYL YSIS : 


No doubt, PATRICK did not provide anything near the 
todial of information known by him. His knowledge of anti- 
Castro activities in the ee.rly 1950's is extensive, to s<j/ the 
least. His contacts in Miami, New Orleans, Dallas, and to a 
lesser extent, Los Angeles, are considerable. His instant 
recollection of names and places is admirable. 

But it wa 3 obvious that he was determined not to help 
the Investigation in any way. He would constantly begin a 
long descriDtion of some raid or preparations that I had not 
asked about’and that was obviously irrelevant. As HOMED 
had warned me, I only got that Information that PATRICK 
was willing to give me. 

In short, I don't trust him and am In no way convinced 
that he did not work for the CIA.
